Now York, April 4.— Harry K. Thaw 
was declared sane today In tho unanl 
mous report of tho commis.sion in 
lunacy appointed some two weeks ago 
to enciuiro into ills present mental 
condition. Tho moment the decision 
was handed down to Justice Fltz- 
gQrald's desk District Attorney Jeromo 
was on his feet vigorously protesting 
against its confirmation by the court. 
He charged that lie had been excluded 
from the last session of tho commls 
Hion iind demanded access to tho min 
utes and the stenographic notes of 
what had happened at the linal mental 
ami jihytjlcal examination of tho d 
fendams. When Justice Fitzgerald 
declined to turn the minutes over to 
him, Jlr. .Ier<jme declared be would 
carry the c;ise to the aiijiellate division 
of tho suiu'taue court and ask that a 
writ of proliibUliin or mandamus bo 
granted to prevent a conllnuance of 
the Thaw trial until tho higher courf 
bail ruled upon the legality of tho 
commission's course. 

Justice Kilzgerald remimled i\tr. 
Jerome that he had waived the statu- 
tory right of attending the last session 
of the commission by hliiiself suggest- 
ing that all tho attorne.Y,s bo excluded 
from the sitting in question. He then 
griinted the dlStriGt attorney an ad 
journniont until Moudny morning, that 
be might jireparo his application to tho 
appoi'-itc division. 

Mr. Jerome protested that the time 
was too short, but Justice Fitzgerald 
cut him short with th© statement that 
the trial must be concluded forthwitli. 

Unless Mr. Jerome should obtain ii 
writ of prohibition lu the meantime, 
Justice Fitzgerald, It Is said, will an- 
nounce O'l Monday niornitig that he 
has conllrined the i-ep(u-l of tlu' com- 
mission, and will order tli;it the trial 
bo conllnucMl witiiout further delav. 
Tho district attorney and the counsel 
for the defense will be heard In argu- 
ment as to the contlrmallon of the 
report at Monday's session of the 
court, If they so desire. 

After, tho adjournment today Mr. 
Jerome Issued the statement In "which 
he said he could not tell until after 
a thorough examination of authorities 
wlicther or not he ought to take fur- 
ther action , in the ways^of an applica- 
tion to the appella:to division. Should 
he reach tho conclusion, after oxamln- 
ing tliu law on tlie. subject, that Jus- 
tice I'Kiigerald was not lii legal <>nor 
In refusing him access to tho conimls- 
sion'.s niinutos, ho wouId'oC course take 
no further action. Mr. Jei-ome de- 
clared tli.-it if he made application to 
the higher court it would be liecaus.e 
of the precedent set bv Justice I.'lti!- 
gerald, and not jiarticularly because 
of the eflx'cl In this ca.se. 

Th.aw was not in court to lieai- llir> 
decision. The Jury which had heard 
Uie testimony against lilm was .also 
excluded, !^nd both prisoner and juror'.; 
were out of hearing of tho district 
attorney'.s heated discussion with 
Judge I'ltzgerald. All the members of 
tlie J'iiaw family, including the mother 
and the wife of tho (iefondant, were 
thioe, however, and their keen delight 
o\-er the .annotmccmont of tho fa\-or- 
able reimrt from tho lunacy couunis- 
sloii w;is turned into alarni at the 
uneviiectcd attitude of l!io district 
attorn.-j-, whose threat to take tiio 
ni.-itter before the a)ii)ellate division of 
the court seemed to involve another 
serious delay in tlie long drawn out 
case. 

Tho news of the commission's unani- 
mous verdict as to his present sanity 
was carried to Thaw In the ))rlsoiier.s' 
don. He expressed satisfaction, but 
not surprise. There has not been a 
tune since tho commission was ap- 
riolnted that ho has not been fully 
conlldent of a favorable decision. lie 
deelared today that ho felt espoclallv 
lucky because It was the Bccond annl- 
versiiry of his marriage. 

It was stalled autliorilatlvoly tonight 
lliat t:)lstrict Attonuw .Ii;rome' will a))- 
Iieal from the di'.cisiou of Justice 
I'-itzgerald refusing to allow Mn 
Jerome to Insnei't llie minutes of the 
(■Muimisslou in lun.acy, wlilcli reported 
today. The ajip.al will be in the na- 
ture of an action to obt.ain a re\-ii\v 
of the jiiil,,'e''s deci.^ion, and will be 
taken in the apiM-llate division of the 
supreme ccmrt.

STENOGRAPHER ARRESTED 

Man Charged With Selling Harriman 
Letter 

Now York, April 4.— Action against 
Stenographer Hill was taken under 
the ponnl code, which defines as a 
misdemeanor tho act of "a person who 
wilfully and without authority either 
takes a, loiter, telegi-fun or" prh-ale 
papin- behmgliig to aiiolher, or a. ooj)y 
tliereof, and imblislies Ihe whole or 
any part thereor."

Forest Protection 

"I may, however, allude to Iho prin- 
cipal incroaso, 'Kigluhif,' forest liros, 
$:J5,000.' a great deal ha.s been .said 
about the conservation of our forests, 
and It has been suggested that some 
restraint should be put upon the pres- 
ent facilities for obtainli.s: timber 
rights. I would point out in this 
connection that there is a very 
largo revenue obtained from this 
source, which does not necessarily 
moan a proportionate cut of timber. 
Duriii.L; the last year there wore undi-r 
I leasehold some 770,000 acres produc- 
iUK a rental of $S-1,UOO; 3,U59 special 
licenses bringing in $r)13,l-!7, and 'lOS 
lianil losgers' licenses bringing in $1,- 
USO— In all ?001,.';71. It is estimated 
that the cut for the year was about 
Cli-'.OOO.OOO feet, which, at an averago 
of 20,000 feel to tho acre would rej)- 
resent an area under 50 -square miles 
a very Kmall proportion of timber cut 
in comparison with the very largo 
amount of land for which the govern- 
ment received rentals. A reference to. 
the proceedings of the Forestry con-' 
vontlon held in this -province last 
autumn will show that o£' the area of 
British Columbia some 280,000 sauare 
miles are timbered, and also from tho 
figures given that at an average of 
:;0,00b foot to the acre tho total cut in 
Britisli Columbia from confederation 
to date Is under ;i:!0 square milcH 
proving eonelusively that tho source 
which wc have to fear is not tho 
legitimate cut of tho lumber industry 
but the damage done by forest lire. In 
tlie jirocceding.s of that convention will 
b(- seen .several .'iuggestlons made to 
tills government for tho jiurposc of 
dealing wltli this (iifficulty and for this 
object the sum referred to of $25,000 
has bcon placed In tho estimates. ^ 
Quote,'! Mr. Stewart ^ 
Before leaving this subject-'^irgholiia 
just like to i call 'jiattentlpn to 'certain 
remarks in thc''addteas' Of-' tn'e- presi- 
dent, Mr.: Stewart, with' reference to 
re-foreslration where he refers to the 
peculiar advantages British Columbia 
has over certain other provinces In the 
way of what nature Is doing for lis 
in that regard." 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow then quoteil from 
the following passages in Jlr. Stew- 
urt'.s address: 

"Spealiing in round numbers the land 
area of Brltl.sh Columbia is liriO.OOO.OOO 
stjuare acres, of which about 1S2.000,- 
000 arc forest and woodland, a large 
portion of which is classed as timber 
land. So den.se are o'.ir fon-sls and 
so big our trbcs that 20,000 to 50,000 
feet, board measure to tho acre is no 
uncommon yield, but reducing an av- 
eiage of these llgures to a reasonable 
amount wo have In store a stupendous 
total of available tlmljer. Now, accord- 
ing to statistics, tho lumbet cut from 
1S88 to 1904, inclusive (17 years,) ag- 
greated 2,569;756,262 feet— a mere noth-. 
Ing compared with the grand total — 
and taking tho average yearly cut for 
tho 17 years, wo llnd if that average 
were maintained for the next 200 years, 
our forests would still be far from ex- 
hausled. Thi.s is a hotieful oulldok 
for Uio people of Hiitlsh l.'oUnnbia. 
and the iif.'W provinces lying east o[ 
the Rocky mountains, whose inhabi- 
tants must look to us for their sup- 
plies of lumber, but even with what 
seeni.s at lirst blush an enil.).'Lrrassment 
of riches, we must not a.s.siinie that 
this IVrestry treasure is inexliaLi.stil.ile. ' 
Prudently managed it will last to the[ 
end of tinii.', but if wasteful lumber- 
ing metliods tso general In the past) 
are persisted In, and fires allowed to 
run unchecked, our magnificent for- 
jBst heritage might bo dissipated In a 
generation or two. 

"In 1S87 the Bush Fire Act was made 
general throughout the province, and 
in lS!h; the lioutenant-governor-in 
uucil was given power to define 
ans- portinn of the province as a lirc^ 
cii.s'lrlet, and it was made unlav.-ful to 
set out or start tires belwi'iMi tin' llrst 
of May and the llnU of October, 
<'e|)t fi')r the i»ur|>ose' of clearing laiiil, 
cooking, ohlainiug warnilli, or fur lii- 
(iuslrial purjioscs. J'ro\'i.sirjns wi-i'e 
made in this act, and .sul>s,,.(iu<'nl 
anuMiilnientH pfis.'-ed ])io\'lil ing for 
safeguards against tin: sjiread of llres, 
and the penalties were increased to .a 
maximum line of $200 and not less than 
$i"iO in every case of conviction — half 
ihe lino going to. the prosecutor. Con- 
vietions under the act do not bar in- 
dividuals whoso property has been in- 
jured, or destroyed,, from suing for 
damages.' ' Rallhvay ' 'companies are 
made liable for damage done through 
the medium oC tlieir lfiC(MiiotiV(?n, and 
it Is laid down that. all engines shall 
be eriuipped wIlli approved appliances 
to jirevent the, escape of sparks and 
cinders. Xegleet to provide such ap- 
pliances constitutes an offence punisli- 
ablo by a line of .^200 in eaeli case, as 
well ns liability arising out of a civil 
action. Under the Act of 1S07, e\-ery 
'.loveniment ag<;nt, gold cominlssioner, 
tinibi'i' inspeelor, forest ranger, niinin.g 
reeordi'r, jirovinclal police officer, or 
eonstahle, is cons.tUuted.a lire guar- 
dian, and each of;v,'tHom.irlBf enjoined to 
lirosecute every cas^i■^.^ymch may come 
to his , Icnowledgd;'' , JSvery ,pro-omptor 
of crown lands Is. furnished with a 
copy of tho act at the' timo of his ap- 
plication. Enforcement of tho law Is 
difficult in a territory so vast aiOlrit- 
Ish /Columbia, 'and in a niajorily of 
cases evidenco 1;! difficult or Inipo.ssi- 
blo to oblaln. The nil»<'roant who ile- 
.Uhorately .sets lire to llie \vood;i is 
usually careful (o bide his .guilt, and 
the hunter or prospector who lc,'i\'es 
his ciinip lire extinguished, or thoiighl- 
lessly throws a lighted match, <ir ci- 
garette stuiup. or 'luud' of bis pi|ii: inio 
the underbrush, will In every e:i.'^e |)i-o- 
cialm his Innocence when confronted 
with tho serious I'csults of hi.s care- 
lessncasi/.'iCatlCB.nro rare in whl«h po?-

magisfratoH aro loath to convict on 
circumstantial evidence, ^s'hcro tho 
accused Is ii poor man to whom the 
inllictiou of a heavy lino would prove 
a great hardship. Many forest Urea 
aro also caused by lightning. 

"The government of British Colum- 
bia has done tand is, doing all In its 
power to prevent . forest- lires, and 
duilng iho 'present: season the fight- 
ing of lire' was carried' out in miiny 
parts of tho province with gratifying 
results. The Dominion government of- 
llclais In the railway belt have also 
worked hard to the "same end, and 
through the united efforts of the fed- 
eral and ])rovincl!ii lire lighters much 
valuabli! timber has been sa.vcd from 
destruction. The campaign Inaugur- 
ated by the present i)rovincial gov- 
ernment, win bo vigorously jiro.so- 
cuted In .tho.'jfuturo to the fullest ex- 
tent ^^rhIoh'^u^ funds will permit, and 
wo look corilldcntly to tho people of 
the proyliice to assist us In every way. 
• .' "It was , doenied advIsabVe ttd simplify 
this state of alfairs, and in 1905 the 
provisions of . the Land Act authoriz- 
ing the grantliig of timber leases were 
repealed, "so -that now the right to cut 
and carry siway timber can only bo 
granted by way of ,'i lieenHO. Tlio 
lumbermen, however, c(nii)i!ainod that 
they ^vere much handicapped in their 
liu.siness and the industry retarded by 
reason that special iieenses w(U'e not 
tr,ansl"erable, and only renewable at the 
discretion of the clilef commlKsioner 
and not as a matter of right; that 
such a license gave no stability of 
title and that capita) could not be se- 
cured under siich fc'dnditlons. ' ,Th9S<JY- 
ermnont conslddrodnbcir ^^cpmplfilnts to 
be well foundcdi' ari'a by 'the Act of 
1905 It was provided that licenses then 
existing should be: transferable, and 
the holders thereof could elect to have 
their licenses made renewable for six- 
teen siU'cesHlve years at the same fees 
per annum as were then palil tlierefor, 
namely, ?M0 or $11.T as tlie lieensea 
covered lands west or east of the Cas- 
cade niount.alns. The royalty payable 
on timber cut under such licenses was 
Increased to 00 eent.s per thousand 
feet. Tho same act jirovlded that all 
special timber licenses thereafter is- 
sued shroud bo transferable and re- 
newnblo for 21 successive years. This 
legislation has completely removed all 
complaints about.tho lack of stability 
of title under tlie license system." 

Gratifying Comparison 
Hon. Air. Tallow continued: "Per- 
hajis nothing can more clearly denion- 
stratu the progress of tho province 
tlian a perusal of the revenue during 
the past few >'ears: In lyOO the rev- 
enue was .?l,r,ll,10S; In lOOl tho rev- 
enue was SI, 00.'), 920; in 10O2 tln^ rev- 
enue was ? 1,807, 025; in 1003 the rev- 
enue was $2,044,630; In 1904 the rev- 
enue was $2,638,200; In 190G tho rev- 
enue was $2,920,461, and In 1906 the 
revenue was $3,044,442^ ' Tho estimate 
for next yeai' t3,286;476.. 

Those figures sh''ow that the revenue 
ha.s more than doubled during this 
period. While I do not claim for tlic 
government of the day all the credit 
of tho result, it being as I have said 
largely duo to the Industrial expan- 
.sion of tho last few years notably in 
tho lumber interests, still I do think 
the policy of this go\-crnment which 
has piaciid our llnanees on so linn a 
basis and thereby given Increased con- 
rulence to the investing public, has 
done much to make this desirable 
state of affairs possible Thus as a 
result of the large increase in our rev- 
enue coupled with a judicious care In 
our ox])ondlture we have for tho past 
!three ..years, been > able to keep well 
'.^^rIthIn ,. our- Incoi^Ovund , caoh ^year 
'show a more satisfactory, balance sheet. 

Departmental Rep.yrts 

"A reference to tho various deaart- 
mental reports which have been nlaeed 
before you will ..how a eontini;c(5 im- 
provoinent in all branches and I am 
luipiiy to be able to give the same ac- 
count of the agricultund dopartnu'nt 
whicli is inoro es])eelally under my 
eliargo. A large amount of additional 
land has been planted out in fruit 
trees tluring the past year with trees 
which this government has made every 
effort to oii.sure woidd he good stock 
and free from disease The nursery 
business Is rapidly developing and we 
have every reason to .believe that with- 
in two yoaifs It will bo unnecessary to 
go outside our own country for nur- 
sery stock. Tlie result of our efforts 
is to some degj;ee reflected Ib tlio 
awards of tho recent oxhlbltlons in the 
old country whore we have onco more 
captured tho gold medal of tho Royal 
Horticultui'-al society together witli 
various other medals for indlvid'jal dis- 
Iilays. W'e have Ikm-ii payiiifT mere at- 
tention to the d:ilrying interests of lato 
with most s;itisfactory ri'sults, as 
provetl by the largely incroasod out- 
I)ut of our creamerie-i as well as by 
the amounts returned In cash to their 
patrons. 

Aggregate Production 

"Perhaps it is unnecessary to sa.v 
more than to call your aitontion to 
tlie aggrognto production of tho jn-ov- 
inco fi-oni Its mines, tisherlos, lumber, 
a,griciilture and other sources, amount- 
ing to over SfiO.Ofio.oon which, an com- 
pared with the. population of the prov- 
ince, is a result jirolialily not attained 
in any other count r.\-. 

The WcalthicEt Province 

"Conditions then Ijeing prosperous; 
our credit (>s(al)Iished on a sound 
basis; .and the attention of our fellow 
subjects being so largely turned in our 
direction, it is certainly not unreason- 
able to i)rediet that the present sat- 
isf.'iclory c<uidltions may not only con- 
tinue but be speedily surpassed by a 
gre;it and lastirif; ilevelopnient which 
will raise our pruvince to liie ])o:;i- 
llon she niusi s/min'r or l.'iler occupy 
as the wealtliii-.sl perlioii id' the wliidr- 
Dominion."

NO BEHRING TUNNEL

St. Petersburg, April 4. — Tho cabinet 
yesterday revoked a proposal made on 
behalf of an American, syndicate for 
tho construction of a railro.-id tunnel 
under liehi-ing straits, by which it was 
hoped ultimately to ciniiiect the 
Traiis-S'Iberlau with the Canadian 
I'aeillc railroad. 

The scheme for a tunnel .under 
nehriiig straits and an all-mail riiute 
bc:tweeii America and Kuroiie lias been 
under consideration for some time and 
the matter lias been pressed in Rus- 
sia by Baron Delobol, who reprosonted 
the American syndicate.

Tlie people of Esquimau have decid 
ed to at once take steps to have their 
illstrlcf placed In a proper sanitary 
condition. They are tired of the stato 
)f affairs which liavo prevailed there 
for years past, and will petition tho 
government to Immediately take action 
loward.s tlio installation of a projierly 
arranged sewerage system in the more 
thickly settled portions. 

The sanitation of this district has 
occupied the attention of the people 
of Esquimau for some time past, but 
It was yesterday evening that the first 
deliiilto Steps towards tlio securing of 
u better stato of affairs were taken. 
-At a meeting held In the Lampson 
street Hchoolbouso tho matter was 
thomughly discussed, and as a result 
of tho deliberations a conimltteo of 
ten was appointed to wait on the gov- 
ernment and lay the whole matter bo- 
fore it. Tho committee Is as follows: 
C. B. Poolpy, J:ohn Brydon, B. B. Bll- 
linghurst, P, R. Brown, James Fen- 
more, Major McArthur, — . Mum, F. 
Poll, Eutor, and A. W. McCurdy. 

Mr. McCurdy, who occupied the 
chair at the meoting, was appointed 
a.s a, comniittoo ot one to wait on tlio 
government jind secure a date for an 
audience for tlie whole committee. Ho 
will report on Saturday evening of tho 
present week and it Is probable that 
tho delegation will wait on -the gOV- 
eriitnent some time next week. 

A most Interesting part of the pro- 
ceedlnga ot the evening was an ad- 
dress delivered by Dr. J. C. Fagan, 
who took as his subject "sanitation." 
The doctor treated his subject In the 
first place historically, dealing wdth 
s.anltary iippllanees and their use 
from the very earliest date up to the 
present tlna-.

PRINCE RUPERT 



• Mr. Watt, o£ Slmllkameen, an inter 
view with wliom was printed In yes 

terday's Colonist, is not impressed wlth^ 
tho future prospects of Prlnco Rupert. 
He thinks tho nature of the soil and 
tho clampn.es8 of the climate will pre- 
vent any city, 'that may bo built up 
.there, from becoming a formidable 
nival of points in the .southern part 'of 
the province. The Colonist has 
•wish to say anything which may de- 
tract from the Importance of tho pro- 
poaod Grand Trunk Paclllc terminus. 
Wo hopo that our ideas are broad 
en'ough to enable us to look at mat 
tors of this kind without sectional 
bias; but there are some things which 
can hardly bo Questioned. 

One of them la lliat the location of 
a line to a terminus on the northern 
coast was not the result of Investiga- 
tion either by railway engineers br 
men familiar with ocean-borne traffic. 
The gerBcsls of the G. T. P. project was 
In a desire by tho Grand Trunk Rail- 
way company to' secure an entrance 
into the wheat-growing area of Can- 
ada. Tho idea that, In order to ob- 
tain this, the company should also 
construct a line to the Paclllc Coast 
originated with Sir Wilfrid lAurler. 
nnd however much we may differ as to 
the merits of tho contract, which ho 
asked Parliament to sanction, no one 
has ever Questioned tho wisdom of his 
pojlcy to Insisting that. If tho Grand 
Trunk received assistance to get to 
the prairies, it must build to the Coast. 
Wo are naturally not informed as to 
the details of the negotiations, but we 
fancy that wo are not far astray is 
suggesting that tho choice of tho 
neighborhood of Port Simpson as a 
terminus was tho Premier's, and wo 
frankly concede that many things can 
be said In favor of It. The dominant 
"Cone," If we may so call it, of the 
National Transcontinental Railway 
was that the line should afford tho 
shortest possible route from the At- 
lantic cities of tho Dominion to the 
Orient, passing through the wheat- 
growing ar-ea, whereby a great Imper- 
ial highway would be established be- 
tween Eur'ope and Asia across Canada. 
The pamphlet, which the Grand -Tnunk 
Pacinc company issued Immediately 
after the contract with the govern- 
ment was siKned, is devoted almost 
exclusively to demonstrating that a 
route to the Orient via Port Simpson 
is shorter than any other, no matter 
What point in the United Kingdom or 
on tlio- Atlantic coast of America Is 
taken as a starting place. This Is 
easily demonstrable by measurement, 
and if there could be any guarantee 
that vessels plying across the Paci- 
fic would always follow the segments 
of a Great Circle, which join Port 
Simpson and Yokohama, and that on 
this end of tho route there would al- 
ways be an absence of fog, snow, dirty 
weather generally and smoke from for 
est flres, there is no doubt that In re 
spect to distance a routo from tho 
points mentioned by way of Port 
Simpson, and hence by way of Prlnco 
Rupert, would enjoy all tho advan- 
tages claimed for It. Tlicorotlcaliy, 
leaving aside all aiiostlons ari.slng In 
actual navigation, Prince Rupert as a 
terminal Is everything that has been 
claimed for it In pclnt of distance. Its 
advantages are, however, not very 
great over tlie ports of A'ancouvcr 
Island. Some navigators deny that 
Prince Rupert Is any nearer Yokohama 
than Capo Scott is. Such measure- 
ments as tho (,'olonist has had made 
indicate; that there is a slighr, dllTe 
enco in favor of Prince Rupert, pro- 
vided Dixon's Entrance is used as a 
passage to the ocean, but If tho wider 
and far hotter opening afforded by 
Hecato Strait is ta)ten, tlie advantage 
If any, is on the side of Capo Scott. 
It must bo admlttPd that In point of 
actual mileage, that Is, supposing 
vessel is able in all cases to follow tlic 
ideal route tliat can Ije laid down upon 
a chart, Prince Rupert is nearer tho 
Orient than any port on Vancouver 
Island, and hence nearer than any port 
on the mainland of the Continent south 
of r'rinco Rupert. There need be no 
hesitation on tho part of tho people of 
Victoria about conceding these things. 

But Ideal routes cannot bo followed 
always, or even often across the ocean, 
and when, as is tho case of a voyaKO 
to Prlnco Rupert from Yokohama, 
such a route Is made up of parts of 
several Great Circles, It la perhaps not 
Incorrect to say that it Is only In very 
exceptional circumstances that It can 
bo followed sufficiently close to se- 
cure tho advantage of a hundred or 
more miles In point of distance. More- 
over when a vessel approaches a coast 
the timo occupied in reaching a bar 
, bor (lopcnds upon several consldera- 
: tlons. If the course Is straight and 
' free from dangers good speed can bo 
maintained. If tho weather is fine; but 
If tho course Is tortuous and beset to 
any 6onslderablo extent with rocks ot 
shoal, tho .speed must bo slow. lOvoii 
In tho casQ of a straight and perfect 
ly snfo course, flow speed must bo 
mado In thick weather, and In the

In thick weather vessels 
cannot proceed at all. The Strait of 
Juan do Fuca' is a fine, wide, straight 
stretch of water, without a .rock or 
shoal In it outside of a short distance 
from citlier shore, but tho Empresses 
often Ho to in thlclc weather before at- 
tempting to make an entrance. No 
prudent mariner , will approach a coast 
In thick weather without feeling his 
way In. Vessels going to Prince Rup- 
ert would have to begin tho "feeiing" 
process a very considerable distance 
outside of Dixon's Entrance. In view 
of these facts, we think experience 
will domonstrato that, taking one sea- 
son with anotlicr, Victoria Is at least 
as Conveniently situated in respect to 
Oriental traffic as Prlnco Rupert. In 
point of its roiatlon to Austriallan, 
Mexican and Soutli American trade, 
Prlnco Rupert is hopelessly out of tho 
race with Victoria; and as far as re- 
lates to business with the Pacllio Coast 
of the United States the northern city 
will bo sidetracked. Therefore, while 
wo rtgard Prince Rupert, as a pros- 
pective point of very considerabU; 
importance, we do not feol tliat 
tho city of Victoria has the least 
reason to feel apprehensive as to her 
future because of what may bo done 
at that place.

RAILWAYS AND THE PEOPLE 

It would be interesting to know if 
Mr. James J. Hill, of tho Great Nor- 
thern, wished to ho taken seriously 
when ho told an interviewer lliat 
railway companies recognized no re- 
sponsibility to the public. We do not 
profess to know how such an attitude 
would bo regarded in tho United 
States; but in Canada, if railway 
companies undertook to declare their 
freedom from responsibility to provide 
adequate accommodation for the busi- 
ness of the country, wc think It would 
not bo very long before a way v/ould 
bo discovered to show thom that a 
franchise carries with It certain obli- 
gations. 

Mr. Hill Is quoted as saying: "We 
built a railway; there is not any obll 
gation on the part of tho public to 
furnish us with business; neither Is 
there any on our part to furnish tho 
public witli accommodation." This Is 
unsound in law and unsound In 
political economy, and on reading it 
one is forced to the conclusions that, 
while Mr. Hill may be one cf tho 
greatest railway builders the world has 
ever seen, his metier is not diplomacy. 
If ever there was an invitation to the 
legislatures to assert control- over rail- 
way corporations, Mr. IIIll has given 
one. Probably ho thinlvs that he and 
his fellow magnates have legisiativo 
bodies in the United States so badly 
scared that he can treat them with 
ccntempt, and if he holds this view, 
It would be rash to say that ho Is not 
warranted In it. 

An unsuccessful, effort was made by 
some, of theWestern • lesrlslatures to 
enforce the obligations of the railway 
companies by passing what wore 
known as reciprocal demurrage laws. 
Under existing arrangements tiio rail- 
way companies charge shippers a cer- 
tain amount daily for every day for 
which cars arc -lield awaiting freight. 
It was proposed to enact that railways 
should bo bound to furnish car.s when 
demanded by shippers, and tliat in 
default of their so doing the companies 
should pay the shippers a demurrage 
foe. This proposal, which to an out- 
sider seems reasonable enough, pro- 
vided tho railway companies wore 
adequately protected arjainst events 
not under their control, was op!)osed 
in the Interest of the companies and 
defeated wherever It was brought for- 
ward. In Canada tho (luestlon is not 
ver.v acute. Doubtless there has been 
a car shortage, which has been the 
cause of great embarrassment to ship- 
pers, but there was good reason for it 
in the enormous increase of business 
with which It was impossible to keep 
the equipment of the roads abreast. 
There Is not in this country anything 
resembling the flagrant denial of obli- 
gations, such as Mr. Hill has put for- 
ward. The subject is therefore with 
us more of an academic than practical 
nature; nevertheless it Is one of great 
interest, because whatever affects tho 
transportation problem in llie United 
States must indirectly, if not directly, 
affect it in Canada.

The 
question of Jurisdiction cannot, It 
seems to us, possibly arise.

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INDIAN RESERVES 

In the Vancouver World of Tuesday 
la.st. there was an editorial dealing 
with the title to tlie Indian Reserves 
in this province, wherein It is alleged, 
among other things, that the Imp >rlal 
government Is beh'nd the Songhoes 
Indians in their refusal to vacate the 
property on Victoria harbor. W'o lind 
It very dillicult to convince ourselves 
that this Is tho case, because wo do 
not see what the Imperial government 
has to do with tlic matter. Wha(e\-er 
may liavc been the state of llie law 
before Confederation, there can bo no 
doubt as to what it now is, because 
the Imperial Parliament expressly 
conferred upon tlio Dominion Parlia- 
inoiit oxclu.-l\-(; jurisdiction over "In- 
dians and lands reserved for Indians," 
In view of such a provision It does not 
appear very clear that His Majesty's 
government for the United 
lias 'Uny right whatever tr 
between tho Dominion government and 
the Indians. Tho British North Amer- 
ica Act Is as binding upon tho Im- 
perial authorities as It Is upon those 
ot Canada or of the respective jirov- 
Inces. It is a part of the law of tho 
British Bmpiro that so far as Indians 
and Indian reservations are concerned 
all responsibility relating to them Is 
vested In tho Parliament of Canada, 
and that anything, which the Imperial 
Parliament or tho. Crown might atiany 
time hdive done in fclatlbri thereto, 
can now bo done by the I'arllamont of 
Canada and no other body.

B. W. Hodges, the local manager for 
tlio company. While Mr. Graves was 
in Grand Forks before coming to 
Phoinix tho Granby smelter made a 
phenomenal run for seven furnaces, 
tho number now In blast, treating in 
the 24 hours 2,940 tons of Phoenix 
mines ore. The' eighth tomace enlarge 
monts are now being completed, to be 
linlsliod Insido of a couple of weeks 
proliably when tlio uoriiuii everyday 
tonnage of tho reduction works is ox- 
pcotod to exceed 3000 tons of ore at least 
and tills should permit of one furnace 
l)olng out of commission for repair 
when required. The February tonnage 
treated at this smelter, owing to car 
coke and fuel shortage, was tho smal 
lest for many months, being about 
62,000 tons. From now on, with plenty 
of coko available, the monthly treat- 
ment will be at least three times this 
amount. 

During i\rr. Graves' vi-slt to Phoenix, 
the new electric motor and blast 
recently Installed at tho new perma- 
nent Victoria shaft of the company's 
mines, was started up and worked 
smoothly. Tho hoist and motor are 
both 250 h.p. rated capacity and 'will 
hoist five ton skips of ore or other ma- 
terial from a depth of 1,500 foot. The 
shaft is now timbered and the r,T.ils 
and guides are being put in to the 400 
foot level. In the course of a few days 
It will be operated steadily, but no 
shipments will be made from this shaft 
till the C.P,R, and Great Northern fin- 
ish construction of their rcspoctlvo 
side tracks to tho ore bunkers being 
finished, from wliich oitlier or botli of 
these railways can l)e fed with ore. Mr. 
Graves was pleased with tho progross 
being made at tho company's mines 
and smelter and with labor conditions 
settled in tlxe Crow's Nest Pass, as 
hoped, he looked forward to a long and 
successful run for the entire works of 
tho company. 

Granby's Fino Record, 

The Granby Is tlio largest and tlio 
chief in other respects of tho tlirc(! rc- 
marliablo smelters wliicii are tro.'iting 
tiio low grade copper of tlio Boundary 
country, ores which seldom exceed 1 1-2 
per cent, copper. It has been the lon^- 
eit Established and its existence has 
been rmarked by continual growth and 
as time has gone by the ore yearly 
dealt with' Is 'getting larger and larger, 
so that a period of profit getting en- 
tirely apart from tho unprecedented 
rise In the value of copper h:is been 
possible. For It is now a fact th.at 
were copper to drop ten or even more 
cents otlier conditions remaining the 
same, the Granby would bo In a po- 
sition to clear a pK>,flt upon the oper- 
ations. At the present moment tho 
Granby has eight furnaces, 204x40 
Inches, which are capable oC produc- 
ing over 3,000 tons of ore dally, tlie ex- 
act amount depending upon the nature 
of tlio charges, the more higlilv silice- 
ous, the loss oro being liandled. But 
large as this output is the Granby is 
not yet satisfied and Manager Hodges 
Informed a reporter on tho occasion of 
a recent visit to the works that It was 
his Intention to biing the aggregate 
tonnage liandlod .ip lo ,a liigher ligure 
yet by moans of tlio simple process of 
lengthening oacli furnace 'IS Indies. 
This will bring tlio furnace, remodelled' 
up to the size of tho inonstor furn.accs 
being Installed at Trail and at Bound- 
ary Falls and the. capacity of > the 
Granby, under such conditions Iwll be 
between 4,000 and li.OOO tons :i daj-, ord- 
inarily. 

Despite the high pricn of labor the 
costliness of fuel and tile evident care 
sliowii in more than one place, taken 
of the safety of tho employees, the cost 
of reduction at the Granby fls probably 
lower than any other smelter, wherever 
situate and in this reg.ard the Granby 
is .1 model for redin tion works orrong 
smeltermen general l.v, and In this re- 
Hjie.::! the (Ir.ind l'"orks plant is nttract- 
ing will" atlention.

this s.illont feature, despite the vast 
size of tlie works and tlie apparent 
complexity of tho work. Is even more 
in evidence. This Is furthered at 
Grand Forks by reason of tho crushing 
nf the bulk of the ore passed tlirougli 
the furnaces at the main mines of the 
company at Phoenix, 

Tho railway track coming in from 
tho mines is elevated for over a quarter 
of a mile upon a lofty trestle and under 
this trestle Is arranged a scries of bins, 
linllke' tho D. C. and Dominion com- 
panies' smelters, these bins do not run 
in parallel rows, Invoh-lng a conveyor 
belt, l.)ut arc In one long, straight line, 
the trestle a' ov,o-the smelter electric 
track beneath, the bins aboye and on 
other .-jido. 

Parallel to this is the long, .smoke 
chambers' and flue, tcrrhlnatinff Iri a 
lofty stack at either end of tlid^Svorks, 
four furnaces going Into the ot^e, and 
four into the other. Next comes in 
another straight line tho eight furnaces 
oacli alike, each equidistant from tlie 
otiier. Below and beyond la a parallel 
building under Iho roof of which Is 
handled the iiia'.l. iv'and the slag, at one 
end of which is situated the convertor 
plant. At one extremity of the .jplant is 
the power room and at tho otlier the 
blowers. Ji^verywliere the motive poAver 
Is electricity, of which -1000 h.p. arc 
talton up daily at the mines and smell- 
er. Everywhere tho live wires a i t 
safeguarded a condition which while 
it Involves something extra in tho way 
01 expenses' has ' this 'offset by the add- 
ed security to the lives of tHe men 
working In tho plant, some 350 In num- 
ber. There arc two exceptions> to the 
u.se of electricity, tho one being the 
ores brou.ght down from the mines are 
brouglit by steam p<nver and that tlio 
slag is taken away tlirough tho same 
agency. 

A Noteworthy Point. ' 

A noteworthy point in the arrange- 
ment of the Granby .'iinelter i:i the 
inetliod adopted of feeding tho furnaces 
The pl.-m adopted eh^ewlfre Ov: side 
feed, wiierein the ore is brou^-ht. 10 the 
side of tho furnace by trolley tram and 
then the car turned Into the furnace, 
being overbalanced on Its truck.by tlie 
aid of three men. Mr. Hodges has a 
method all his own. In the first In- 
stance tho furnace ore cars are divided 
Into coinparlnienfs and are filli'd under 
the big trestle .si-t ol' liin.i in the ordin- 
ary way e.\cel)t that the coniiiarlueMils 
in tlie cars mean that tho ore is more 
intimately rehite<i to its lluxi'S. 'J'lie 
car is then brought to the end of tlio 
fnrnace and ran Into it. This la effect- 
ed l)y providing a set of small wheels 
on either side of the- car at tho top. 
These catch on a proje'cting ledge run- 
niiu: tlif! wliole length of tho fiirnaco 
right and lofl, just a.s soon as the car 
leaves the track at the niaiitli ut the 
furnace. Throe cars a-j liius baclvcd 
ill and. are suspended by their upjier 
wheels over the burning mass below, 
while still attached to tho little electric 
motor outside. . Tho release of a lever 
operated by one man drops the wholo 
contents of tho car Into the furnace, 
Uwt, In order to prevent tlie forming of 
a partly frozen cone of liner ir.titerlal 
In tho middle of the furnace, Ihe caf's 
are so opened us to permit the ore f.-ill- 
ing out on either side of them and thus 
the fresh supply of ore, Mr. Hodges 
maintains, Is placed at tho side of the 
furniico and not in tho contor. As will 
bo noted tlil.'i ine.ins a great saving in 
time and hibor. 

Tho slag anil m.atto are liandled In 
much the same manner as at the other 
Boundary plants. The matte Is llfti'il 
by a huge crane, after having been 
run Into moulds, and then taken , to the 
east end of tho building where is situ- 
ated the convertor plant, where:bUster 
copper on line. Is made for tho^metnl 
market. 'J'lio slag Is handled by a little 
steam railway, tho. pots being tibout 
halt the size of IIio.'jo used at Green- 
wood. This railway does not rim Im- 
mediately paraliol..to tho furnaces, but 
does sd outside of the building whence 
side tracks allow the dlmlnhtlvS^lpco- 
motlve to hack the' empty pots for^ fill- 
ing, up to (he furnnrT.s.-' tnkl" ' 'r>\vT- 
iho.se tilled.

ARMENIAN EARTHQUAKE 

Eight People Killed and Many Houses 
Wrecked In Bitlis 

Constantinople, April 4.— The fdllow- 
Ing despatch- was received here today 
from Rev, B. U. Cole, head of tho 
.vmorlcan mission at Bltlls: 

Ultlls, Turkish/ Afmenla, April 3. 
At 10 o'clock In thfe afternoon of March 
■I'j there burst upon ua, unannounced, 
the worst eartliquake witnessed in 40 
years in tliese regions. Such was its 
force that our city seemed to be In 
the claws of some monster who would 
shake us into shreds, a.'s a mastiff docs 
his game. Down came the plastering, 
the furniture was overturned, cracks 
wei-o orioned ill strong walls, roofs 
were shattered .ihU' rain poured In. 

During the Ilrst day., thefP were 14 
shocks, and they still C0ntlnU6. Thoro 
have been altogether 28 shocks. Of 
tho 4000 houses here, over 300 have 
been seriously damaged, about $50 to 
$500 being noeaed to repair them. 

The officials report that eight per- 
sons were killed by falling walls, but 
they are'all unknown in Bitlis. 

Many persons were wounded, and 
many churclies tind government build- 
ings were damaged.

time and there .was no great loss of

Porto Cortes, Honduras, via Now 
Orleans, April 4.— The Intentions of 
the United States In handing marines 
on tlie Honduras coast, and tho evi- 
dent latitude Rr,anted them in protect- 
ing foreign life and property .-ire ex- 
I'itliig much cnmnK'nt here. It hiis 
been remarked as espocially signill- 
I'aiit lliat Ihe Aiiierictui landing Jiarty, 
not only lu>ro but at (.'eiba and Tru- 
jlllo, have ill eaedi Instance placed a 
Motclikiss pun, wliicli tliey took ashon- 
with them, so as to sweep the seaward 
approaches. 

It Is believed (hat In those two ports 
Niearaguan gunboats will be kept off 
hy tho Hotchkiss guns, while at Tru- 
Jillo, despite the fact that It Is a Hon- 
duran port, tho I-Ionduran gunboat 
will not be allowed to bombard in 
any attempt to recapture the port 
fro'm tlic NIciU'aguans. notli coun- 
tries .are treated liaparllally in this 
respect. 

Tho fear that such capture would 
involv(- tlu' horrors .if a loot lias been 
dispelled, at Pn'it for the coast towns 
whori! Americans are stalloned. At 
'rriilUlo, Commander l''ullaiii is niport- 
eil t(i liave summarily settled the dllll- 
cully arising over the burning of 
somo houses, and also one between 
United States Consular Agent John T. 
Glynn and the Nlcaraguans. 

At Porto Cortes tho dozen marines 
comprising the landing party ;un 
quartered In what Is perhajis the most 
widely known of ITondurau btiildlngs, 
namely, tho man.'doii fornurly occu- 
pied by the Honduras Xatioiial l^rit-

fiil of marim^s Is In the midst of 1500 
Ilonduran soldiers, who aro continu- 
ally busy drilling and throwing, up 
fortlllcations.

IMPORTANT MAIL DEVELOPMENT 

United States and British Business to 
Australia in Hands of C. P. R. 

Two very Important developments 
In connection with .steamships and 
malls are engaging the attention of the 
blrher olliclals of tlio Canadian Pucllic 
■IS well as the authorities at Ottawa 
imd Washington, says tho Montreal 
Herald of Thursday of last week. 

The United States Post Ollice auth- 
orities are face to face with the m- 
nortant question of how the mall des- 
tined for Australia and New Zealaml 
is to be carried there on any except 
foreign steamships; and tho only solu- 
tion of it appears to bo that thoy \yiil 
have to avail Itself of the Canadian 
r'aclllc service. 

A fairly large business lias been es- 
tablisliod between the United Stales 
and Australia, but much ol it even 
now conies by way of the C. V. R. 

Tho Oceanic Steamship Company— 
of whicli millionuiro tJlaudo Sin-eckles 
is tho head— has notified tho United 
States Government that on April Ctb it 
will withdraw tho steamers that have 
hitherto carried the United States 
malls from San Francisco to Sydney. 

An effort is being made to Induce 
tho SpreckloK conibiiialion to continue 
the service on smaller sleamshliis, but 
as there has be-eu no response the 
Post Ollice Department at Washington 
is now turning to tlic C. V. 11. and the 
Union Steamship (..'ompany of New 
Zealand as th.o only medium for mail 
transportation. Tho opinion in olll- 
elal circles is that tlio service will

Develoi)mcnts of a startling nature 
are anticipated at tho special .meeting 
of .;,thp'' finance, comjinIttepjiX)f .the city 
coiiiich, "called for ilil<'eyVniiigr Much 
secrecy has been maintained- aa.^to. the 
exact purpose of this session,- -.liut It 
Is now known that a proposal for In- 
croaalnsr the liquor llconee fed will be 
di.-icussed; •' * • •' 

That this "question is to come up for 
discussion at the iheeling has not yet 
been ollicially tumoimced, but tlialsucli 
w-lll be the l-ase is now certain. Hev- 
eral members of the committee had 
iieen e.speetlng a move of this .sort, 
while others, on tlie other band, have, 
up to the present, known nothing about 
file exact i)urpose of tho ineotlng. 

Tho ses.slon of the committee has 
been called liy Aid. Vincent, the chair- 
man, at the s]K'cial reciuest of the 
mayor, the ostensible purpose being 
the discussion of the revenue lax by- 
law. His worship. r^ciuested Aid. Vin- 
cent to call the meeting. on the close 
of the last session of the city, council, 
and at the time Aid. Vincent demurred. 
There Avaa no particular business, he 
said, for the committee to consider, 
and so far as ho knew the revenue 
taxes did not need alteration. His 
worship, iiowever, i)erslsteii. until 
linally hp succeeded In having the 
meeting culled. 

Today his worship was asUed hy a 
Colonist veporler to give ills reaison 
for having called the .meeting. 

'"We shall con.skler tli'c . revohuc tax 
hylaw," said he. ' " '. . . 

"Well, persisted llic rcp.orler, "what's 
the mailer wifh the bylaw? How dees 
It need ultorlngT' • • 

"Oh, no bylaw Is. po perfect but that 
It can be Improved,'' replied his wor- 
ship blandly. 

"Yes," ;aBaln PQr8ls,ted- the reporter; 
"ljut tlie aniount pf .Uio ,ta^cs is regu- 
lated by tho Mimlcfpal Clauses act. 
The council cannot niter them." 

"We have some powers within the 
act," answered tho mayor, and no fur- 
ther information on the matter was 
forthcoming. 

.\ comparison of Hie Mui-'ic!),)i1 
Clauses act and the revenue tax bylaw 
of irt02, under which the city is now 
working, shows that tho only licenses 
which the city still has tho right to 
alter are those relating to the sale of 
liquor. In llio :Munlcipal Clauses act, 
section 175, is given a long list of the 
trades and professions .which munici- 
palities are to bo allo.wed to tax, and 
the amount of tho ma,xlmum levy on 
eaeli. With the exc^Rtlph of the taxes 
for tlie pale of the.i-llaaor, the trades 
licenses now exaclba .ln Victoria all 
are up. to tha limit allowed by tho 
Municipal Clauses act. . 

On the liquor licenses tho city has 
still the power to make a consldorablo 
increase, in clause 1, schedtde A of 
the revenue trx hylaw, the license for 
the retail sal's of liquor is llxod at $150 
for sl.K months, or ,?;100 a> year. This 
the city has tiie ppwpr, , If It so wells, 
to increase to $500 o't; $1,000 a year. 

The clause In tho r.evehuo tax bylaw 
fixing the piesent size of .,tho license 
reads as foUow-s: . . , . 

1. Kvcry I'tr.son wljo vciids spirit- 
nous liquors by retail at any house or 
place within Ihn Ihnlts of tho city of 
Victoria, or Tends fermented, liquors 
liv retail at »ay house or place within 
the limits of tho city of 'Victoria (other 
tlian a restaurant, in; respect of which 
he holds a license for the sale of beer, 
porter, or wfncs with meals, and not 
3tlierwise), f-ir each liouso where such 
vending is Cr^rried on, $150 for every 
six months. 

In the Mu'-leipal Clauses act, on the 
other hand, i^cctiun 175, clause 1, It Is 
stipulated tli-^t, "In city municiixilitles 
from any pe'?on vending siiirltuous or 
fermented IHuors by retail (may be 
collected) fo-" <'ach . house or place 
where such '^'emllng Is carried on, not 
less than J 100 and not more than $500 
for every h1.^: muntlis." 

On the hotel and restaurant licenses 
the city has also tho povi^er to make 
an increase. , By tho revenue tax by- 
law the taxes in these two instances 
are fixed at $150 and $50 for six 
months respectively, tho clauses pro- 
viding for them reading as follows: 

5. Kvery person who keeps a restau 
r.-int and supplies beer, or ]-)orter, or 
wines w-ith meals, and not ntlierw-ise 
for e.ich such restaurant where sucli 
vending Is carried on, other than any 
restaurant in respect of which lie 
holds a license to sell spirituous or 
fermented liipiors by retail, J50 for 
every six inonth>^. 

■I. ICacli person who vends wines, 
■'Pirits, lii!er, or other f(>rmented or 
intoxicating liquor iiy riHail in any 
buildiiig in use as a hi-)tel and con- 
taining lint less than, thirty rooms 
actually furnished and used for liotcd 
purposes, for eacli house or place 
where such vending Is carried on, $50 
for every six months. 

No limit is sot on 'tho size of the 
hotel and restaurant licenses, tho 
coimcll having the taovver to make 
them just as largo aS it may Tsee lit. 
Tho clauses In the Municipal Clauses 
act dealing; wlUi thW Issue read as 
follows: 

"ii'rom any person who keeps a r(^s- 
lanrant and supplies l)(>er m- port(>r, 
wines or spli-lls, with nvals and not 
olliei-v.-ise, (may lii. collecliMi) not less 
than $-5 for every six monlhs." 

"In city municipalities from any 
pei-.-:iin veniiing Hpii'ltuous or termeiit- 
ed ll(pioi-s by retail In any building in 
niie as an hotel, and C'fml.-ilning not 
less than tliirtj- i-oinns actually fur- 
nished and iiseil for iiotel i)urposes,

AGAINST OVERCROWDING 

London, April i.— Tho Liberal gov- 
ernment has started a eanipalKii 
aralmd, the overcrowding of street and 
railroad cars. The subject was 
brouu'ht to the Kovermnents notice 
during a recent session of tlie house 
of commons liy comrdalnts of Its fol- 
lowers who utlli7.e the undergronnd 
•uid suburban railroads to reach their 
residences In distant suburbs. It will 
be introduced at tho re-assembllng of 
parliament, Klving the board of trado 
and the r.allway commissioners power 
lo order tho companies to run more 
frerpient or longer trains and impose 
penalties to prevent overcrowding. 
The president of tho board of trado 
declares that tho strap-hanging nui- 
sance and danger must go. 



At Nanalmo on "Wednesday evening, 
at tho Wallace street Methodist 
church. Rev. W. M. Rochester, west- 
ern secretary of the Lord's Day alli- 
ance, characterized the Lord's Day act 
as one of the best pieces of legisla- 
tion In the interests of the people of 
Canada that had ever been passed at 
Ottawa. Only two provinces In tho 
whole Dominion lias refused lo enforce 
the act, Quebec, which had passed a 
Sunday observance law of its own, and 
Hrltish Coimnbia, where the Attorney- 
general had refused lo Kivo consent to 
prosecute violators of the act. In this 
action he was backed up by the cab- 
inet. I'wenty-one yiolations of the 
Dominion act had been brought to the 
attention of the Attorney-General, yet 
he had so far refused to prosecute. 
The speaker did not know what the 
Ijarllauient would do. Tho alliance did 
not i-aro what parliament passed legis- 
iation, but wliat was passed the alli- 
ance wanted it from an autlioritativo 
source anil one on which they could 
rely. They w,-uited it to be in accord- 
ance with the constllulion and lo 
stand on solid ground. In tho act, there 
was the statement: "That no offender 
against the acc should bo pros<!cuted 
excepting by the sanction of the at- 
torney-t'eneral." In placing; the mat- 
ter in this way, continued the speaker, 
the Dominion wanted to give the prov- 
inces all the freedom possible In rcf- 
eiice to any legislation on the subject. 
Laws had been passed by the prov- 
inces which on oeing taken to the 
courts had been declared unconstitu- 
tional, and It would be very Inconsid- 
erate for any province to pass such a 
law. Before the Dominion parllamenl 
passed the Lord's Day act they llrst 
drew up a bill hi the form of a pro- 
\-lnclal measure and had It submlllcd 
to the higher court, which at om-e de- 
clared such a measure uncensllLutlon- 
al. In view of the fact, said Mr. Koch- 
ester, that the lilKhest court In the 
land had declared 11 impraclicuble fiir 
a province to p.'iss such a law, it v.ouldj 
be unwise for this province lo pass 
any such legislation. There was no 
doubt that if British Columbia passed 
any legislation on the subject, tho 
same would be tested before tho courts 
at the earliest opportunity, and would 
ultimately bo carried to liondon. 

Continuing In his irenarlcs, Rev. 
Rocliest(.-r stated that personally the 
.•Vltorney-General of British Columbia 
had given the alliance every consid- 
eration and had treated them cour- 
teously, but olllclally, he could put the 
bulk of Ills whole iiersonality in the 
door, as it wore, and block the work- 
ing' of the act. 

NotwlthstandliiK the iiollcy of the 
provincial authm-ltles, he nevertheless 
believed that the Dominion law is in 
force in Ibis province, and that those 
doinBT unnecessary worlc on Sunday 
are violating the law of the land. 

There was never any question as to 
tho power of tho Dominion to pass a 
Sunday law, and the position of the 
alliance in the matter was that it be- 
lieved the Attorney-General had no 
option in the matter. There was just 
one thing to do, and nobody could ex 
cuse him for not doing it. Tho re- 
sponsibility had been put on tho slioul- 
ders of the Attorney-General and not 
on the provincial parliament. 

In answer to the statement vi . 
ten made by thosi.- who were lHn<n-aiil 
of the ael, that all kinds of pleasures 
wen- iiroliiliited undi_-r llie act. .Mr. 
Itochc-sti-r stated tli.-ll there was iioth- 
iiiK in the huv that prohibited hiint- 
U\K, lishlnK, biiatint? or an.v oHku- 
amusi.-nieiu on a Sunday, that was 
personally. Tho act gives all tho freo- 
iiiiiii that could reasonably be expected 
i\v any person. He thought the time 
had como to teach some of the omr 
ployers of labor that It was In tlielr 
own Interests to rest their works on 
the Sabbath Day. Tho act provided 
for any necessary work being done 
about tho mines on a Sunday, and 
when such was done he did not see 
where mine owners had moro cause 
for complaint than any business man 
of tho city who closed lils store doors 
on the K.-ihbath Day.

Topics of Empire Discussed by 
Leaders in House of Com- 
. iDons. Debate 



Ottawa, March 28. — The preliminary 

proceeding's of the day In the House of 
■Commons wore enriched by an in- 
fusion of international quoHUons. This 
Infusion arose out of recent public 
discussion of Canadian- American rela- 
tions and synchronized aptly with Jlr. 
Bryce's visit to Ottawa. 

"Is the government of Canada," Mr. 
. K. Li. Borden asked, "conducting any 
' negotiations at present with the United 
States through the British Ambassa- 
dor " 

"The British Ambassador,' replied 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler, "is doubtless dis- 
cussing with the United States gov- 
ernment many questions which relate 
. to Canada, but there are no formal 
. negotiations In progress." 

"And no correspondence?" added Mr. 
Borden. 

"No," replied Sir Wilfrid." 

In oven more apt coincidence with 
the visit of Hon. James Bryce than 
the brief passage over Canadian Am- 
erican relations, was a discussion of 
. Anglo-Canadian and Imperial relations 
during part of which the British Am- 
bassador occopled a seat on the floor 
of the House to ine immedlatb right 
of the Speaker's chair. The immediate 
.■subject of discussion was the coming 
Colonial Conference. In reply to Mr, 
Borden the premier gave a statement 
of the government attitude on certain 
issues, which will come befoi'c that 
body and accompanied it by a practi- 
cail.v dellnlte announcement that ho 
would be present at the opening of the 
Conference on tlie 15th pro.xlmo. 

The subject was introduced by the 
leader of the Oijposltion. Mr. Borden 
reviewed, the various suggestions m.ado 
.toy Australia and New Zealand for con- 
sideration at the coming Colonial Con- 
.'ference; and asked that the premier 
.Should- announce to the House the 
'stand which he proposed to take on 
these Issues at the Conference. 

First he cited t!ie suggestion for a 
jjennanont commission at London as 
a means of excliange of information 
and aug.gestion. Tills was brii fly pas.si'cl 
over and the second is.sin' for pn_-fc-r- 
onlial trade within tli-; Kinijirc came 
In for discussion. The government, 
Mr. Eordeii said, did not souni to have 
a consistent ttttitude on the l.-^sue, and 
then he adverted to the d(^-)-M-,)tion 
of Hon. Sydney I'Msher sonic time' 
since, that Canada did not want the 
Mother Country to grant us a pref- 
erence, which has been recently quoted 
by Mr. Lloyd-George In the British 
Parliament. Mr. Borden cited Mr. 
yisher's explanation that he had 
spoken as a farmer and commented: 
"Sometimes the Minister of State dis- 
cusses agriculture and on this occasion 
the farmer discussed questions of 
state." 

Mr. Lloyd-George Castigated 

Having (lisi)osc(l of Mr. I''lsher, Mr. 
Borden took Mr. Lloyd-Ceorgc^ in hand 
for a relerencr! to "a rum]) of protc'C- 
tlonisls" in the t.'aiiadian Parliami.'nt, 
I dr. not l<iiow ifry much about Mr. 
Lioyd-tJoorge," said the opposition 
leader, "but he seems to be an indiv- 
idual who does not very carefully 
■weigh his words." 

•; It was just at this Juncture that Mr. 
Bryco entered, escorted by Sir Wilfrid. 



There was but an Instant's pause in 

the flow of Jlr. l.^ordon's words and 
then lie went on with his criticism of 
the man, of wliom .Mr. Bryce was but 
lately a Cabinet colleague. 

"It is a phrase," ho wont on, "not 
very well chosen and not very dlgni- 
lled coining- from a British Minister. 1 
do not think tliat a member of the 
British government having due regard 
to the responsibilities of oHlce, would 
have made use of such a reckless ex- 
iirosslon as fell from the Hps of Mr. 
Ljloyd-George.' 

Mr. Borden further directed the at 
tentlon of ' Mr, Lloyd-George to the 
character of the Canadian tariff. "I 
would have blm know," he said, "that 
however the Minister of Finance (Mr. 
Fielding) poses as a free trader In 
England, he does not pose as a free 
trader when introducing a tariff in the 
Canadian Parliament." 

Mr. Borden summed up by the re- 
mark, that whether Sir. Bourassa wei 
right or wrong as to the hopelessness 
of the present British government tak- 
ing action on this matter, ■ It was 
not hopeless as regards the rest of the 
Empire. 

A Series of Questions 
Australia proposed, Mr. Borden went 
on, dealing wltli Imperial defence, that 
the Colonies should bo represented on 
th Imperial Defence Committee and 
that the Colonies should be author 
Izod to submit questions. Canada had 
approved the first part of this proposal 
by accepting representation; what was 
the government's attitude on the 
other? 

Why did not Canada bring up the 

question of immigration? Australia 
should take steps to direct emigration 
from the Home Land to the Over- 
seas Dominions. Why should not 
Canada join Australia in this demand? 

Australia had asked that the rights 
of tlie Colonies to have reciprocal trade 
arrangements bo cleared of all doubt 
of being blocked b.v Imiierlal treaties. 
What attitude did the Premier occupy 
on that point? 

What was the position of the Can- 
adian navy? Mr. Borden asked. Was it 
under the control of the Minister . of 
IMilltia or of the Minister ' of Marine? 
What jjrogress was the government 
making In canylng out the announce- 
ment of the Premier in 1902 that>the 
government was considering the for- 
mation of <a local naval corps? 

And the cattle embargo? It he 
might use the "choice anil delicate ex- 
pression of Ivlr. Ijloyd-cjeorge, there 
seems to be 



selves but rather receiving suggestions 
made to us either liy the Britlsli or 
the other Colonial governments. 

Opposes Imperial C9uncil 
"The leader of the Opposition referr- 
ed iiarticularly to tin.! proposeil cri'allon 
of what would be calleil the imiierlal 
Council," continued the Premier. "He 
alluded favorably to the part of the 
answer wo made declining to asree to 
a change of name and insisting on the 
term 'Imperial"^ Conference, for the' 
periodical meeting rather than 'Imi- 
perial Council.' With regard to the 
creation of this new council as a per- 
manent organization in Ijondon, 
whether called Imperial Council or 
Conference, ho has not commented 
very e.xtensivc-ly, if at all. ujion the 
altitude wo ha\-e taken. We have in- 
formed the .authorities we do not view 
with I'avor such a Council."

It 
has borno Us fruits and I am glad to 
say that, thanks to our efforts, our 
Immigration from the Brlllgh Isles to 
this Qpuntry Is Increasing, It was larg- 
er last year than, the year befbfo^and 
larger this year than It was last year. 
I believe that In this respect there Is 
nothing to improve, nothing morn to 
be done than to continue the system 
which wo liavo hitherto pursued." 

The Premier next made a statement 
In regard to preferential trade between 
the Colonies, and especially with Aus- 
tralia, whi(!h Is bringing up the sub- 
ject before tho Colonial Conference. 
Preference With Australia 
"We have already," ho said, "two 
years ago, made a proposal to the gov- 
ernment of Australia, in a desiiatch 
which has been brought down this ses- 
sion and laifl upon the table of the 
Mouse, to extend to them exactly the 
preference which we gave to Britain. 
Tile government of Auslralia has not 
thought it advisable to respond yet to 
our demands. There has been, I admit 
some delay in the olllclal correspond- 
ence liut liiere has bi-en no delay what- 
ever between us and the Australian 
government; our agents in Australia 
lia\o been conferring with the Aus- 
tralian government, but up to this 
time to no purpose. The correspon- 
dence which was brought down a few 
w(!eks ago has shown that between Mr. 
Deakin and myself It has bcKni agreed 
that we should meet in London and 
take up the subject with the view 
and hojie of bringing It to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion." 

The Cattle Embargo 
''.'Therei remains," continued tho 
Premier, "only the' question of tho cat- 
tlo embargo. This doos not seem to me 
to lie proper subject for the Colonial 
Conference which is to open In Lon- 
don on .\prll 15. — It Is a riuostion be- 
tween the government of (Canada. It is 
a subject, tho dlscusslbn of which has 
now;, been going on for years, and if 
I may be allowed to use an expression 
to wlileh exception was taken, by tho 
Sir Wilfrid read from the blue booic Opposition leader, a few minutes ago, 
the reply of tho Canadian government when he referred. to the words of Hon.

There 
was.''a''^lihe- In tlie not' distant past 
when -tho^'^ame 'Downing street' was a 
term of oxeeratlo'n In' the colonics and 
partlcularlyt/ 'in . Canada. At present 
Downing street^ls not an object of ter- 
ror to them; and tho, term 'Downing 
street' has j>assod from thO', language 
of political discussion. ^yllfethoV the 
colonial oflico , is ' presided' Over by 
:Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Lytlelton or 
Lord lEIgin, 1 bear testimony and 
cheerful testimony that tho ell'orts of 
the Colonial Otilce have always been in 
the direction of meeting as far as pos- 
sible tho wl-shes of the Colonal gov- 
ernments. So far I agree with the ob- 
servation which has been made by Mr. 
Borden, that wo have here no part 
to take In the Brltlshr^polltlcal sltua 
tion. Whether the government of Mr. 
Balfour or the govfemnierit of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman is"^in of- 
fice, the government represents the 
British people and our relations with 
the British government are most 
friendly. 

"In regard to tho Idea of an' Im- 
perial Council It is not clear to mo that

relations of Canada and the Mother 
Country are so haijjiy we see no 
ground for Improvement, at least In 
th" immediate future. \\'e are satls- 
lied with our lot; witli the nieastire 
of legislative independence which W(! 
enjoy; with l)elng a part of the Brit- 
ish I'^mpire, and wo are ready to go to 
London to perform the task set to us; 
not by way of making suggestions our-

Their tariff 
is very different from our tariff; our 
taiiff Is based largely upon customs' 
duties and excise duties. This is tho 
only method we have In this country 
of raising the revenue. The British 
tariff, however, Is founded upon an 
entirely dlfCoront basis. Well, wo 
would not accept the Klc-a that the 
lirltlsh public should force uiion us 
their own liseal views, and therefore 
Ihe only way In whicli ihe British l']ni- 
plre can be maintained upon lis [ires- 
eiit foundation is by allowing to e\-ery 
nation eeiiiposlng It. tho mea.sure of 
liberty that it has and also tho free 
choice of Ihe fiscal policy which It Is 
to maintain.

Ottawa, March 27. — In tho House to- 
day Mr. Emmer.son moved the second 
reading of tho bill respecting tho Win- 
nljiog terminals of . the Canadian 
Northern Ttallway company and tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific company, tho ob- 
ject of which he said was to ratify an 
agreomont entered into between tlicso 
companies and tlie government for tho 
use and i>ossession of Joint terminals. 
In view of tho fact that tho property 
to be used was covered by various is- 
sues and forms of debentures of tho 
Canadian Northern railway and their 
predecessors, It was not competent for 
that company to convey tho land In 
foe simple, and, in lieu of that, they 
conveyed to tho Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the government, in common wltli 
themselves equal shares in possession 
of the.se lands, witli the right to use 
the same for terminal puriioses for 
!)D'.) years. The Crand Trunk .Paeilic 
and the government were to be ;is- 
suri'd of the tise and iiossession of the 
land under this act. The present 
buildings are to be moved .and new 
terminals ;ire t" be constructed. Tin- 
(.'anaiJian Xortliern company v.'ill do 
the work under a supeiinLendent of 
construction, who Is to be appointed 
by themselves and tho Grand Trunk 
Pacific, subject to approval, and re- 
moval at tho instance of tho govern- 
ment. 

Half Interested in Terminals I 
During the time the Grand Trunk' 
Pacillc is lessee of tl;e government 
section the Canadian Northern is to 
enjoy a half interest in tho terminals 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific and tho 
government together tho other half In 
torost. 'When tho Grand Trunk Pad 
fic ceases to be lessee of the govern 
ment section, tho Grand Trunk Pad 
lie and tho government are each to en 
Joy Independently ,t, third tmdivided 
interest in .tlie terminals. "While the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is lessee of the 
government division, tho terminals will 
be operated by a board of two persons, 
one ujipolnted by each of the r.ailway 
companies. When tho Grand Trunk 
Pacillc ceases to lie lessee of tho east- 
ern division, tho terminal board is to 
be composed of four persons, two to 
be appointed I)y tho Canadian North 
crn railw.ay, and one each by the 
Grand Trunk Pacillc and tho govern- 
ment. 

Tho compensation to bo payable was 
regulated on tho following basis: 1st, 
tho lands were to be put in at a lixod 
valuation of $2,625,000, upon which, in- 
terest at tho rate of 4 per cent per an- 
num will be payable, the Canadian 
Northern railway assuming one-half 
of this interest and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the government together 
tho. other half. T7pon the cost of all 
Improvements to be made on the lands, 
both lii the first Instance and from 
time to time, a^, may be determined, 
the rate- of interest to be 'paid .Is 4 1-2 
per cent. 

Why Should Government Pay? 
Mr. H'lggart — Why should tho gov- 
ernment pay anything? 

Mr. Emmerson — Because the gov- 
ernment owns the eastern division of 
tho transcontinental railway. 

Mr. Lancaster — But it is leased to 
tho Grand Trunk Pacillc. 

Sir. Emmerson — Yes, this Is part of I 
tho original expenditure. 

If tho government had oper.ated the 
eastern division, it would necessarily 
refpiire terminals in Winnipeg, and 
conscquontly this is part of the capital 
expenditure. On all such improve- 
ments, therofore, the rate of intero.-:t 
is to be at i 1-2 per cent, of which 
Ihe Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the government will 
each assume one-third. 'While the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is lessee of the 
eastern division, the expense of main- 
tenance and operation of the termln 
als is to be borne by the two railway 
companies on whcelago basis, and nat- 
urally thereafter if tho eastern divis- 
ion Is operated by tho government it- 
self the government would pay onc- 
Ihlrd and beconie ,a partner in equal 
shares with Ihe two companies paying 
on a \vlie(.la^;e basis. ^Mr. Emmerson 
said that ;iinple nrovi.sloii was made in 
the hill for future cont ingende.s as re- 
sjiei'ts the eastern division in the event 
of the government at any time decid- 
ing to operate tliat section of tho 
trans('ontinental railway. 

The bill passed through tho com- 
mittee stage.

Some Pointed Hints in Speech by Gov- 
ernor Clark

The lieutenant goveruot began ,his 
brief addS*ess' with/ a reference to the 
fact that Mr„;Bry,oe:.had reprefented 
the speaker'a own native 'city of Aber- 
deen In parliament _for twenty-three 
years. "And any man who can do 
that," said His Honor, "Is a man of 
staying qualities. He must be a man 
who believes In 'what I have I will 
hold.' and I think this Is not a bad 
sentiment to take with bun acros.-! tho 
line." At this pointed reference there 
was a warm demonstration of enlhu- 
slaslasm by the members of the club. 
The applause and cliecrs lasted for 
some time. r-" 
His Honor continued: "In the m6st 
interesting address- which - ,jye have 
Just listened to His Excellency has re- 
feryed to one, of , the cppdttlQns which 
has conspired to consolidate tho 
Swiss republic. He says that one of 
these conditions is the fact that thoy 
have been subject' to a little squeez- 
ing from their neighbors. I did not 
say anything, gentlemen, about our 
case here."

Explains Motion 
In explaining his motion Tilr. Oliver 
drew attiMition to the fact that tho 
lliiancial abstract whlcli had been sub- 
mitted by tlio (inance minister on 
AVedncsday showerl that tlio receipts 
and expenditures for the period spoci- 
lled idmost balanced. Jle quoted from 
an article publislied in tlio Vancouver 
News- Advertiser wliich, ho contended.

A determined effort is being made 
to bring about an alliance between the 
branches of tlio Canadian Labor party 
and the Socialists in this province, in 
order that there may be co-operation 
between tho monibcrs of the two 
organizations during elections. The 
preliminary steps, .to . this end have 
already been taken, and the movement 
Is gaining ground tliroushout the 
province. 

The movement had Its origin in Vlc- 
tdrlai and "although . up ' to; ^he.' present 
its existence has not 'i'be'en known'" to 
most people, it is strong, arid -pi-omlses 
to be productive of Iraportaritfi'results. 
The members of the local branches of 
tlio Canadian Labor party arc the 
movers in the matter. Already several 
meetings of tlio oxocutlvos of the 
various committees of the branches of 
the Labor party in this province have 
been hold, and altliough tlio matter 
has not yet passed beyond the stage 
of discussion, there is a strong senti- 
ment in favor of it among the Labor 
men. So far the .Socialists have not 
been approached, and just what their 
attitude will be in the matter it is at 
present impossible to say. 

A meeting of tho executive of tlie 
local branch of the Canadian Lalior 
parly was held In the rooms of tho 
Victoria Printing Publishing Co, 
last evening todi^e riiatte'r was thor- 
oughlyLdiscusSed; Although no ofllcial 
report of. the. doings of the meeting 
was given, out, it is understood that 
the sentiment was strongly in favor 
of tho movement, and that stop.si will 
be taken towards approaching the So- 
cialists in the near future. 

The whole nuostioii had it.s origin in 
the fate of the Labor and Socialistic 
cmdidates at the recent provincial 
elections. Tiie adliercnts' of tli<^ local 
branch of the Labor party were bitter- 
ly disappointed at the siiiall support 
their men secured, and havo almost 
determined that if tlie union nion wlm 
supposedly nialvc up tlie Labor party 
will not vote for their own candidates, 
the only remedy la to sock alllaneo 
with the Socialists. 

".vrter all," salcl Phil. R. Smith, one 
of the prime movers in the matter, to 
tlu; Colonist yesterday, "there is not 
so \ery much difference between tlio 
tenets of tho Labor and Socialist 
parties, and there would bo no real bar 
in tlio way of their co-oporation.

All %yont well 
until il few da.\H before tho election, 
when one of the uitr:i radical Snclal- 
Isls appeared on the scene and In- 
formed the local men that they would 
loose their standing as Socialists If 
they vot'.Kl for any but tiio Socialist 
ineiiibors.
